JERGEN WEBER AND HIS BAND 


The Kennedy Center, on the rim of Foggy Bottom 
and the margin of the Potomac, begins to settle into 
the scheme of things in our community. The building, 
for the most part, one can look at and understand; 
better, perhaps, by night than by day because the light- 
ing of the outside is subdued and subtle, enhancing the 
favorable aspect of its shapes and lines, especially at 
a distance when the Center can be seen as a whole. 

Many visits have made familiar and pleasant the 
flow of the river and the variety of the Virginia shore 
from the west terrace. This is the place for the per- 
son afoot—a leisurely stroll and an unobstructed view 
of the riverscape, island and bridges restore the feel- 
ing of distance and uncluttered spaciousness cities 
tend to lack. 

The east terrace is full of business, with cars, 
cabs, buses, and people afoot moving about on the 
generous esplanade. To the east of this is another 
wide foot-paving backed by two groups of tall shrubs, 
There is in each cluster of shrubbery along bronze in 
high relief by the sculptor Jurgen Weber. It is not 
easy to find a context in which to place their subject 
matter. Perhaps they are a kind of allegory. But 
how does one ‘‘read’’ them? Are they sequencial? 
Does one read them from left to right or right to left 
or from the middle outward to the ends or from the 
ends inward to the middle? At night the raking light 
on them provides a more decorative presentation. 

Has the artist given his works an ambiguity pur- 
posefully or do they make a statement “‘loud and 
clear”? Will you write or telephone me your ideas 
and opinions?

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


A letter from Cody Pfanstiehl, director of the 
Office of Community Services for the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority, informs us: 

‘“‘Please be assured that trees and shrubs will 
definitely be replaced and the small triangular park 
at 24th and Eye Streets will be fully restored after 
Metro construction in this area. The Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority has a firm agree- 
ment with the National Park Service in this regard 
for all park areas temporarily disturbed by construc- 
tion. 
‘‘This portion of Metro, which includes the Foggy 
Bottom Station deep under Eye Street between 23rd and 
24th Streets, is due to be completed in June of 1974. 
By—or perhaps before—that time the park will be 
restored, Its hiatus will have made it possible for 
170,000 passengers a day on this line totravel quietly 
and swiftly under the park, not on the streets, making 
the city a more pleasant place to live in. 

“Still on the subject of trees, we thought you’d 
like to know that some 18 plum trees removed from 
along the construction route in the vicinity of George 
Washington University have been transplanted on the 
GWU campus, most of them near Calhoun Hall.”’

We are traveling in Central and South America 
and I hope to bring home some unusual recipes. Here 
there are many fruits and vegetables such as zapote 
and mamé which we don’t have in our markets, but I 
believe we can use substitutes to adapt their recipes. 
For instance we had a delicious manioca casserole 
which probably could be made with squash or grits. 

With a Spanish-English dictionary at hand I have 
been reading recipes. Some of the literal translations 
are funny -to stir-fry chopped onions in oil is ‘‘Sal- 
tearlas en acite.’’ It means to make the onions jump 
around in oil! 

Are you willing to try a recipe for Pastel de 
Puerros? I warn you that I haven’t made it yet and 
the mode of making the dough is unusual to say the 
least. But it does sound rich and good. Buen suerte! 


* Pastel de Puerros - Leek Pie 


Pastry Filling 
3 cups flour 1 bunch of leeks 
l t. baking powder 4 T. flour 
1/2 t. baking powder 2 cups milk 


1/2 cup oil 
1/2 cup hot milk 


salt, pepper, nutmeg 
1/2 cup grated cheese 
3 eggs 

1/2 cup oil 


Make the pastry by putting the milk to boil to- 
gether with the oil. Put the flour, baking powder and 
salt in a bowl. Add the boiling oil and milk to the 
flour and beat with a wooden spoon until well blended 
and smooth. Cover and set aside while you prepare 
the filling. 

Cut the white part of the leeks in small slices and 
fry in oil until soft. Add the flour and mix well, then 
add the milk, stirring rapidly. Let it cook for a few 
minutes, then remove from the fire and add the beaten 
eggs. Reserve 3 T. of the eggs to be brushed on the 
finished pastry before baking. Season with the salt, 
pepper and nutmeg and stir in the grated cheeses. 

Divide the dough in half and roll out very thin. 
Place half in a buttered pie dish. Pour the filling onto 
the crust and cover with the other half. Prick the top 
with a fork and brush with the reserved 3 T. of beaten 
egg. 
Bake in a 350 degree oven about one hour or until 
the custard is set.

WHAT DID YOU SAY? 


The human condition is the name ofthe game. To 
fully implement this game plan, we must have the 
visceral feeling that this is a gut issue, Our hang- 
ups will not buy time for us in this mix.

BTW 
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HE SLEPT IN FOGGY BOTTOM, TOO 


Holding on to the sidewalk railing of the eastern 
approach to the Whitehurst Freeway, our coattails 
flapping from the speeding cars and trucks, my com- 
panion pointed south into space, ‘“That’s where it was, 
that’s where he often visited and slept.” The location 
indicated was twenty feet or so up inthe air and I was 
about to show my incredulity when he continued, “There 
were two three-story-and-attic brick houses built at 
2618-20 K Street, N.W. by Robert Peter, the first 
mayor of Georgetown, for his children. In 1795 his 
son, Thomas, married Martha Parke Custis, grand- 
daughter of Martha Washington, and Peter senior gave 
the house to Thomas at that time. 

“On his visits to the city General Washington 
often spent the night with the Peters when he came up 
from Mount Vernon. The last time he spent the night 
in Washington City before his death he stayed at 2618 
K Street, N.W., at least that was the twentieth century 
street address of the Peter house. 

“It was demolished in 1960-61 to make room for 
the highway.” 

I now understood why he was pointing into thin 
air. Not even the ghostof the house, not even a simple 
marker on the railing to show where a bit of national 
and of Foggy Bottom history had been turned to rubble. 
He continued, glaring into the void, ‘“They knew what 
they were doing—the highway department—there was 
even a D.A.R. bronze plaque on the front. But high- 
ways don’t care about residents, people or history.” 
He paused as an especially noisy tractor-trailer thun- 
dered past whirling the junk and trash from the un- 
swept street over us. As the din diminished he added, 
“President John Adams was entertained in Thomas 
Peter’s house in June of 1800 andthe British minister 
to the United States took up residence there in 1803.”’ 

We stood and stared a little longer and saw the 
orange colored pagoda of Howard Johnson’s Motor 
Lodge in the distance, We turned and walked eastward 
on K Street towards the circle which had been named 
for the man who had visited the grandchildren many 
times in the now non-existent house.

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REMEMBER, YOU SAW IT HERE FIRST 


Observant readers of the FBNews noticed that we 
scooped The Washington Post with our write-up last 
month of Dirck Holscher, FBA Executive Board mem- 
ber and George Washington University law student, 
and the attempt he and other students are making to 
alter the GW master plan. 

In The Washington Post of February 26, Wolf Von 
Eckardt’s City scape, headlined ‘‘A Plan to Abandon 
the City,’’ took the University to task for ‘‘going into 
the real estate business.” 

Pointing out that the University’s new master 
plan calls for ‘‘the destruction of most of the Victorian 
townhouses, old dormitories, apartment houses and 
neighborhood stores that give Foggy Bottom its easy, 
small-town charm and the campus its lively urbanity,’’ 
Von Eckardt complains that ‘‘about half of the proposed 
agglomeration of concrete boxes are either high-rise 
parking garages or large office-type structures” to 
be leased out. 

Outlining the proposed construction in more detail, 
he calls it ‘‘as unnecessary as it is sad... this sorry 
fancy of cost-benefit minds who would thus turn tax- 
exempt higher education into profitable real estate 
speculation.”’ 

Since GW intends to build no new dormitories, 
and is expected to phase out the few presently in 
operation, the proposed parking garages stand little 
chance of alleviating the present parking crisis. 

To quote Mr. Von Eckardt again, ‘the last thing 
we need south of Washington Circle is another com- 
muter college which, Metro or not, will only add to 
the automobile congestion.”’

LAST MEETING | 


The evening’s speaker, Mr. Thomas Airis, Direc- 
tor of the D.C. Department of Highways and Traffic, 
spoke briefly about the outlook of the Department for 
‘‘balanced transportation’’ in the metropolitan area 
and the connecting suburbs. He made a point of in- 
forming the group that the coming METRO willhandle 
the movement of people, but it cannot handle related 
problems, such as movement of food and merchandise, 
police or hospital calls, or other kinds of services 
which can be handled only by surface transportation. 
He pointed out the number of cars using the existing 
freeways, and that three new freeways are scheduled 


to open in the coming year—Southeast freeway to Ana- 


costia; Ninth Street Freeway; and the Central Freeway. 
These freeways will support a balanced bus transpor- 
tation system such as is presently inuseon the Shirley 
Highway in northern Virginia, which Mr. Airis indi- 
cated presently carries upwards of 800,000 passengers 
a day. 

Mr. Airis spoke of the need to revitalize the 
existing ‘‘rails’’ for commuter lines from Maryland 
and Virginia points. Before the meeting opened to 
questions, Mr. Airis stated that a Design Hearing 
would be scheduled in late spring at which time the 
National Capital Planning Commission would present 
its views on the Three Sisters Bridge, Dulles Airport 
Access Roads, I-66 and 1-266. The FBA will be noti- 
fied of the schedule of these meetings. 

Among the problems brought to Mr. Airis’ atten- 
tion were, access to Rock Creek Park from Virginia 
Avenue; the parking problems in the area; the lack 
of a playground and the obvious need for one; and 
several related subjects concerning stop signs, traffic 
lights, and the removal of the objectionable sign on 
the freeway adjacent to the Kennedy Center. 

Mr. Jack Hartley, Deputy Director to Mr. Airis, 
showed slides of projections for transportation in the 
District, and suggested that any resident of Foggy 
Bottom having a traffic-related problem telephone 
629-3466. ; 

Captain E. W. Garner of the Second District asked 
if there were any problems in the neighborhood that 
he should know about, and said that in the future the 
Police Department would schedule its monthly meet- 
ings for area residents on another evening of the 
month, not in conflict with the FBA meetings.
